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Off the Cornish Coast. The Cornish coast is exposed 
to the full force of the Atlantic, the mighty heaving of 
which is discernible even in calm weather. During south¬ 
westerly gales, when the storm-lashed coast is an object of 
dread to mariners, the hardy St. Ives fishermen are often 
safer in their tiny craft than those on board the finest 
clippers requiring unlimited sea room. 
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
